«chop stroke time and again’ found the
top of the net. In playing for the side
i:nes she {requently sent the ball out by
inches, but they were just as costly as
though out by vards.

1t ia doubtful, however, whether Mra.
Hltchins at her best could have pre-
vented Mrs. Falk from taking the title,
for the latter, in contrast to her oppo-
nent, was the personification of accu-
racy. She got everything back and from
every position, her judgment of dis-
tance, speed and angles belng well nigh
perfect. In the first set, for instance,
she drove the ball out of bounds just
once and into the net only four times,
iwo of the nets being excusable because
#he waa more or lesg out of positlon at
the time Duting the same perlod Mra,
Hitching netted seven timea and drove
out of court nine times. [But It was not
alone in steadiness that Mre. Falk ex-
celled, Her plucing was far superior
and she outmanceuvred Mrs, Hitehins
#n often that tho latter had to cover
twice a8 much ground.
